EASTERN CUSTOMERS Please Note

We have been in correspondence with numerous 
customers located in the warmer areas of Long 
[sland and southward through the more temperate 
regions of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, the Caro- 
linas, and Georgia. From their reports, we judge 
that varieties which are marked “A” and “B” in 
our catalogue would succeed in the aforementioned 
localities. Prospective customers are invited to write 
us for information regarding the varieties most 
suited for trial in their gardens. 


During the winter of 1949-50 temperatures at 
our nursery dropped to ten degrees below zero. 
Accordingly we have indicated the varieties which 
have best withstood these low temperatures by 
inserting a note after the descriptive matter in each 
case. Incidentally, all of the hybrids listed in our 
catalogue weré undamaged under lath house pro- 
tection. Those in the open field without shade had 
some burn above the snow line and in some in- 
stances were killed completely but on the whaoie 
we are pleased to report.that even under these sub- 
normal conditions the loss due to cold was limited 
to the “C” varieties and then only in the open field. 


Cultural Directions 


SOIL: Generally speaking, Rhododendrons require 
an acid soil that is well drained. A generous 
application of peat or well decayed leaves 
scattered on the bed before spading will pro- 
vide a friable compost for the hair like roots 
and also assist in keeping the soil acid. 


PLANTING: Rhododendrons are essentially surface 
rooters, therefore, plant them so that the top 
of the root ball is barely one inch below the 
soil level. We feel safe in saying that 90% of 
the cultural difficulties encountered are di- 
rectly traceable to deep planting. 


Dig a hole several inches in excess of the 
ball’s depth and width, fill in around the ball 
with equal parts of peat and loam, tamp with 
a shovel handle to prevent undue settling and 
water thoroughly. In a heavy clay, we advise 
that the soil be removed to at least twice the 
diameter of the ball’s width and replaced with 
a silty loam. Planting may be carried out be- 
tween the months of September and April, but 
we strongly recommend that this operation be 
performed in the fall so that the plant has a 
chance to become established before the sum- 
mer months. 


MULCHING: After planting, mulch with two or 
three inches of peat, decayed leaves, or dried 
fern. This mulch has a three fold purpose. 
1) It protects the roots from drying out. 
2) It helps conserve moisture during the sum- 
mer heat. 3) It ultimately becomes a source 
of food available to the surface feeding roots. 
On well established specimens, a top dressing 
of decayed cow manure, applied before the 
fall rains, will be found beneficial. 


WATERING: The progenitors of most Rhododen- 
dron hybrids are native to regions where the 
humidity is relatively high so that during warm 
summer days the plants appreciate overhead 
sprinkling night and morning to reduce the 
evaporation rate on leaf surfaces. They imbibe 
water in quantity during the growing season, 
but overwatering is disastrous if the soil has 
been insufficiently lightened and water accu- 
mulates about the root system. The question 
of adequate drainage cannot be too strongly 
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emphasized. A minimum of water is required 
during the dormant period which occurs in late 
fall. 


SHELTER: Partial shade and protection from cut- 
ting winds is essential. Good shade trees in- 
clude the following: pines, oaks, larch, larger 
magnolias and the flowering fruit trees. Dense 
overhead shade is not to be recommended be- 
cause a certain amount of sunlight is necessary 
to “ripen” the wood in order that flower buds 
may be formed and also to prevent the plant 
from becoming leggy and drawn. 


AFTER FLOWERING: Remove all faded blooms 
from the plants to prevent the formation of 
seed pods. This will conserve the plant’s 
strength and help promote sturdy new growth.

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Hardiness, Ratings and 
Flowering Period 


HARDINESS: Since the majority of hybrids listed 

| were originally created in Great Britain, we 
are almost entirely dependent upon the Year 
Books of the British Rhododendron Associa- 
tion on hardiness and desirability. We are 
hopeful that the American Rhododendron So- 
‘cety will be in a position to publish their own 
ratings within the very near future and, when 
this information is forthcoming, it will be used 
to determine the merits of hybrids under our 
own climatic conditions. The Arboretum 
Foundation, Seattle, Washington, in their ex- 
cellent publication ‘The Handbook of Rhodo- 
dendrons” has shown the way by conducting 
a survey of the comparative hardiness of a 
wide range of hybrids. By combining their 
findings with our own experience in the 
nursery we have indicated what we consider 
to be an estimate of the hardiness of the 
hybrids listed in our catalogue. 


(A) Hardy and will stand full exposure. 


(B) Hardy but requires partial shade for best 
results. 


(C) Hardy along the coast and in sheltered 
places in inland gardens. 


RATINGS: The asterisks (*) preceding the varietal 
name indicates the rating of the variety in 
question. Where there are no asterisks preced- 
ing the varietal name, it indicates that it is too 
new to be rated. 


FLOWERING PERIOD: The _ flowering period 
varies somewhat from year to year therefore 
we have indicated the time of blooming by 
season e.g. early, mid-season, and late. The 
early season would be in April, the mid-season 
in May, and the late in June with some over- 
lapping from month to month.

A 
four star species and a first class hybrid 
combined to make an outstanding Rho- 
dodendron. The brilliant geranium scar- 
let flowers, of excellent substance, are 
carried in tight trusses of from ten to 
twelve flowers. The foliage is dull green 
and the habit is upright of medium 
growth. The flowers appear in early 
June. Highly recommended. 


HALCYONE (Souliei x Lady Bessborough) 


This is a medium growing hybrid with 
graceful trusses of deep cream cup 
shaped flowers. This variety was much 
admired at the Exbury estate during the 
last Rhododendron conference. Blooms in 
May and is of medium compact growth. 


IBEX A. M. 1948 (Griersonianum x pocoph- 


orum) Described in the 1948 Rhododen- 
dron Year Book as follows “An at- 
tractive plant with dome shaped trusses 
of about ten funnel shaped flowers of 
Delft Rose (H.C.C. 020). The corolla 
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is 2 inches long and 3 inches broad with 
dark spoting in the upper petals.’”’ Our 
stock was obtained from Exbury and 
the flowers opened on April 6th. They 
tally with the official description in 
every respect except that the flowers 
opened a scarlet and faded to a deep 
rose. Medium habit. 


IDEALIST A. M. 1945 (Wardii x Naomi) 
Described in the 1946 Rhododendron 
Year Book as follows ‘‘this hybrid has 
bold trusses of ten to twelve wide cam- 
panulate flowers which are very pale 
Greenish Yellow (H..C. 663/2).’’ Bloom- 
ed at Brooks in May. Medium habit. 


IVANHOE A. M. 1945 (Chanticleer x Grier- 
sonianum) Described in the 1946 Rhodo- 
dendron Year Book as follows “fine 
trusses of wide campanulate flowers, 
about 3% inches across of a brilliant 
red color (H. C. C. 020) Veryetainuy 
mottled on the upper petals in a darker 
shade of the same red.” An Exbury 
hybrid of medium habit blooming in 
May. 


KARKOV A. M. 1947 (Griersonianum x Red 
Admiral) Described in the 1947 Rhodo- 
dendron Year Book as “A very attractive 
variety with a compact globular truss 
of about 16 flowers on short glandular 
pedicels. The funnel shaped five lobed 
corolla is 3 inches long and measures 
3% inches across the crimped and 
waved mouth. In color it is a uniform 
carmine’ rose, faintly and_ evenly 
spotted.” Dull green foliage, medium 
habit, blooms in May. 


MARGARET DUNN VAR. GOLDEN BELLE 
(discolor x Fabia) Henny & Brydon No. 
160. An excellent clone out of the Mar- 
garet Dunn cross, similar in many re- 
spects to the variety Talisman but with 
larger flowers and deeper yellow in 
the throat. Really quite an outstanding 
variety and something quite different 
in Rhododendrons. Bloomed in May at 
Brooks, of easy growth and medium 
habit. 


MATADOR A. M. 1945 (strigillosum x Grier- 
sonianum) Described in the 1946 Rho- 
dodendron Year Book as follows ‘“‘the 
truss contains ten or twelve broadly 
funnel shaped flower 2% inches long 
and 38 inches wide at the mouth. The 
Bolotmise vurkaye ned (He GC 72171) 
and the three upper lobes of the corolla 
are faintly spotted.”’ Bloomed in April at 
Brooks. Medium habit. Raised by Lord 
Aberconway. 


MOHAMET: A. M. 1945 (dichroanthum x 
Tally Ho) Described in the 1946 Rhodo- 
dendron Year Book as follows “it bears 
five to six flowers in the truss, each 
being 2 inches deep and 2% inches 
across with a very large calyx of the 
same Red color (H.C.C. 19/1) as the 
corolla, on the inside the color is con- 
centrated towards the slightly frilled 
edge, the center of each petal being 
rather yellower.’’ Medium habit and 
blooms in May. 


VANGUARD (venator x Griersonianum) An 
excellent hybrid from the Marquis of 
Headfort’s garden. Medium compact in 
habit and with graceful trusses of scarlet 
funnel shaped flowers. Both parents are
